The president was scheduled to 


address two mid-day 
meetings. 


The convocation was divided into 
two groups because bad weather 
made it necessary to meet in the 
university auditorium, instead 
of 


the stadium. 


Only outsiders permitted will be 


reporters. 


Meanwhile, two Negro brothers 


who attacked a university student 
Tuesday night were charged with 
assault with intent to murder. 


Circuit 
Solicitor 
Olin Zeanah 


said Ar.thur Washington, a soldier 
on furlough, and his brother, John 
made statements that they 
at- 


tacked 19-year-old Samuel Pen-in 
Taylor because of resentment over 
the Lucy case. 


Zeanah said the brothers were 


transferred from the Tuscaloosa 
city jail to the Greene 
County 


jail (at Eutaw, Ala., about 
18 


miles .away. 


"I do not anticipate any trou- 


ble, but the transfer would elim- 
inate any such possibility, 
since 


there is considerable tension 
in 


Tuscaloosa," the solicitor said. 


Taylor, a slightly built Tusca- 


loosa freshman, was beaten and 
kicked. Both Negroes are in their 
20's. 
j Jimmy Hajl, a third Negro, was 
arrested as material 
witness. 


Zeanah said the brothers would 


be held for action of the Tusca- 
loosa 
grand jury, 
which meets 


March 1, unless they ask bond. 


Three white 
persons 
charged 


with disorderly conduct in con- 
ne'^tion with the demonstrations 
Feb. 6, willbe tried in Tuscaloosa 
;city court after Feb. 29. They are 
; Ed Watts, Earl Watts and Ken- 
' tteth Thompson. 'Police said none 
•is a student at the university.-

WASHINGTON 
UP) — 
A closed j 


meeting of the Senate Elections 
subcommittee was called today to 
discuss a projected broad inquiry 
into campaign contributions in the 
wake of the national gas bill tight. 


Chairman Gore (D-Tenn) said 


he would recommend that 
the 


elections unit 
embark on an 
in- 


vestigation into 'campaign contri- 
butions, federal elections and any 
evidence of corupt practices which 
may be revealed." 


Gore said the inquiry he had 


In mind 
would be "far more" 


than any contributions 
of pres- 


sures involved in the natural gas 
bill and would "run through the 
year." 


The gas bill, to exempt produc- 


ers of natural gas from direct fed- 
eral controls, was passed by the 
Senate last week amid complaints 
of pressure from both sides. - It is 
now awaiting action by President 
Eisenhower. 


A special committee, set up un- 


der the 
chairmanship 
of .Sen. 


George (D-Ga), spent th eweek- 
end investigating whether a $2,- 
500 campaign contribution rejected 
by Sen. Francis Case (R-SD) was 
designed to influence his vote on 
the gas bill. Case voted against the j 
bill after telling the Senate about' 
the contribution offer. 


George told newsmen he felt the 


special committee already had de- 
veloped all the essential facts about 
this incident and added he knew 
of nothing at this lime to justify 
asking the Senate to continue its 
niquiry or to enlarge its authority 


He said he had ;told Gore that, 


"unless something of a startling 
nature occurs which I do not now 
foresee, I hope we can make a 
report to the Senate next week 
. . . and ask to be discharged." 
Earlier, however, Sen. Bridges 


(R-NH) said in a statement 
he 


thought 
the special 
committee 


should seek Senate authority to in- 
quire into what he called "a great 
deal of pressure" on senators in 
connection with the gas bill. 


The other Republican member of 


the committee, Sen. Thye of Min- 
ncjso'ta, similarly has advocated 
that its scope be broadened 
to 


cover all contributions "having any 
possible relationship" to the gas 
bill. Thye voted against the bill. 


But Sen. Hayden (D-Ariz), 
the 


fourth member of the group, indi- 
cated he agreed with George that 
_!! ought not to go beyond the Case 
j incident. Hayden voted for the bill, 
'George against it.

leans, supervises military shipping 
in the Gulf of Mexico area. 


Floete and Dr. Frank B. Berry, 


assistant secretary of defense for 
health and medical facilities, said

The hospital at present is using 


funds from a special provision that 
Congress put in an approrialion 
bill last summer.

nual Lincoln Day Dinner, he said 
the greatest advances in the na- 
tion to end racial discrimination 
"since the. emancipation proclam- 
ation itself" have been made dar- 
ing'the Eisenhower administration. 


Nixon's speech contained barbs 


for three Democratic' presiclentia 
nominee possibilities — Adlai E. 
SteVeso/i, Sen. Estes Kcfauver oi 
Tennessee and Gov. Averell Harri- 
man of New York. 


As he arrived here 
by

from Washington late yesterday. 
Nixon denied he ever had'called 
former President Harry S. Truman 
a "traitor," as Truman had com- 
plained. 


"I did not call Mr. Truman a 


traitor — absolutely not," Nixon 
told newsmen. Nor did he call the 
Democratic party "the party 
oi 


treason" or question the loyalty of 
any of its members, Nixon added. 


"I have always said that then-
